The word “home” has many for traffic fatalities in Alberta 
pleasing connotions. It suggests a 
place of rest after a long hard 
trip, at is a place for understand¬ 
ing and companionship; H sym¬ 
bolizes safety and seciuity. 

“Home” ffiese days includes a 
trailer court home or a mobile 
home. With increased mobility of 
the population the image of 
“home” suffers a transition. A 
closer look will reveal a rather 
drastic Shift in values. In fact con¬ 
venience and mobilty results .in 
less safety and security. 

For example, a mobile home or 
trailer home must be compact. 

Bunt-m features include heating 
and cooking units. Like in the 
traditional home, there are com¬ 
bustibles near heat sources, but 
nearer in the case of trailers. A 
gas stove or aU stove leak is more 
likely in trailers due to design and 
less stable constructioa features. 

Added to all other hazards is the 
fact that occupants are immediate¬ 
ly exposed to any accidental fire. 

Perhaps worst of all, there is the 
ever present danger in a small 
tighitly-closed trailer area of suf¬ 
fering from a defiency of oxygen 
with the accompanying deacfly 
carbon monoxide risk. 

There is good reason to select a 
OSA listed mobile home in which 
life safety is given prime consid¬ 
eration in equipment instaJlation 
and design. But, there are many 
trailers and trailer homes in use 
lacking some safety features and 
not likely to have safety inspec¬ 
tion services to spot trouble. 

If you live in a trailer, give fire 
safety full lattention at ^ times.

This brings to 310 the number 
of deaths in Alberta by the end of 
September, up'by four per cent 
from the year before. This rise 
can be blamed on the very high 
number of summer deaths. Dur¬ 
ing July and August, 126 peo{de 
died in road acdd^ in tliis 
province. 

However, traffic injuries conitin- 
iie to run ahead of the rate for 
the same month last year. One 
thousand and twenty-six were in¬ 
jured during September, compar¬ 
ed with 950 one year ago. Total 
injuries for the year so far reach¬ 
ed 7,640. That is four per cent 
higher than ever before. 

Traffic accidents as a whole were 
still running away ahead of last 
year, up by 17 per cent at the end 
of September. The total was 
39,593, up by about 6,000. 

Of the 29 who died, 21 were on 
rural roads or highways. Three 
deaths occurred in Edmouton and 
five were recorded in Calgaiy. 
All other centers were faitalUy- 
free in September.

This pro¬ 
gram Ts dMgned to allow the 
sharing of Christmas with rela¬ 
tives for those patienits who will 
not be going home for the festivi¬ 
ties. Donations of hams, turkeys, 
Christmas baking, or funds with 
whidi to purchase these items, are 
one of the ways in \rtiidi people 
can assist in these programs. 

In recent years, some citizens 
have opened their homes to ex- 
patients on Christmas Day by in¬ 
viting them to share their Christ¬ 
mas dinner in a family setting. If 
this is something that you would 
like to do, arrangements can be 
made by contacting the association 
offices in Edmonton or Calgary.

First, the heirs that are not 
apparent, but who do exist are 
located by the Alberta Department 
of the Attorney General. The 
department’s Public Trustee Of¬ 
fice begins an immediate search 
for relatives living outside the 
province, and an estate officer is 
appointed to keep everything in 
order until money matters can 
be properly settled Public trus¬ 
tee administrators are also called 
upon to look after the affairs of 
hospital patients suffering from 
mental illness, and directing 
businesses and handling assets for 
dependents of missing persons. 




Assistance in the form of property 
care is also provided, under court 
appointment, for elderly men and 
women in nursing homes. The 
Public Trustee Office also acts as 
guardian for minors, administer¬ 
ing inheritance or trust funds 
where no other provision has 
been made.

You have all the safeguards set 
up by the Alberta Department 
of Labour. To help save you from 
the risk of electrical accidents 
the Electrical Protection Branch 
examines, tests, rejects or ap¬ 
proves any new electrical product 
offered for sale in the province. 


It also has final authority to 
enforce safety standards for your 
protection. Over forty provincial 
inspectors, working with muni¬ 
cipal authorities, are kept busy 
investigating and preventing acci¬ 
dents.
